■ WASHINGTON - Supporters of a 
law to force a balanced federal 
budget by 1991 rushed Monday to 
Tepalr-o-key-enforcement-provision- 
_that the Sup reme Court ruled un- 
'constitutro'hai.' 

"Those of us who have fought so 
hard to restore fiscal sanity will not 
allow Congress to get off the hook on 
its commitment lo balance the fed- 
eral budget.” said Sen. Phil Gramm, 
R-Texas, one of the prime authors of 
the statute along with Sens. Warren 
Rudman. R-N.H., and Ernest F. 
Holllngs. D-S.C. 

However, some critics of the 
balanced-budget law said they would 
' fight the effort to restore the provi- 
sion that could trigger automatic, 
across-the-board .spending cuts to 
meet predetermined annual deficit 
targets. In-slcad. they argued. Con- 
gress-should follow a fallback provi- 
sion in the law that calls for Con- 
gress lo vole on such cuts. 

“The court ^aid today, no more 
gimmicks, no more tricks, no more 
easy answers. Congress must do its 
job. and it cannot give its responsi- 
bility away.” said itep. Mike Synar, 
D-Okln.. the chief plaintiff in the 
- -court case. • - 


In a st.nlemcnl issued by the 
White lloasc, President Reagan said 
he would hold lawmakers' feet lo the 
fire on the deficit-reduction issue, 
saying. "Tlie Supreme Court's deci- 
sion today brings the focus of com- 
-pllnnce with the Gramm-Rudman-

The president did not indicate 
whether lie would support .the. -move 
to restore automatic spondin'g cuts 
to the law.

Essen- 
ti^ly, that leaves only the second and third years for 
fruitful endeavor. 

We are now a year and a half into President 
Reagan’s second term. He and Soviet leader Mikhail 
S. Gorbachev at last seem to be moving toward 
serious negotiations. A month ago the Soviets sub- 
— mltted*a~revised~strategic- arms reduction-proposal — 
in Geneva; Reagan has given the. package a warm 
though conditional welcome, and expresses optimism 
that a deal can be struck. 

There is a very real danger, however, that time 
will run out before anything is accomplished. 

One problem is that Gorbachev’s offer, while mak^ 
ing some helpful concessions to the American view- 
point, woulQ leave intact the large fleet of 
superheavy, myltiple-warhead Soviet missiles that 
are of special concern to the .United States. 

Another problem is that the Geneva negotiations 
' have become ensnarled with the question of a second 
* summit meeting between Reagan and Gorbachev. 
And here the Soviets, while talking a good game, still 
seem to be holding out for prior concessions by 
Washington as a pre-condition for such a meeting — a 
■ tactic that the administration is resisting. As a 
result, it is unlikely that a summit, session can be 
held before the year’s end — leaving .only about a 
year in which to wrap up difficult negotiations. 

The biggest* problem of all, however, is that the

negotiating position. The president himself, while

be possible. But Star Wars zealots within the ad-

; block an agreement, do not want the issue on the 
negotiating table at all. 

Both sides should give the process a helpful shove. 
The Soviets should stop stonewalling on summit 
preparations._Washington should accept the Soviet 
proposal for an early meeting to clarify the bottom- 
line me aning of Reagan’s recent repudiation of the 
imratiiiedaUiTittreaty: ^ 

Most fundamental of all, Reagan should make up 
his mind once and for all that Star Wars is negotia- 
ble, then order his subordinates to stop their bicker- 
ing and support a negotiating position embodying 
this decision. Otherwise we can all forget about a 
new arms-control agreement for several, years to 
come.

; and will receive SO percent of his pay 
for that pcricxl.

from the roster for 30 days with no 
pay. If the player relapses and tests 
positive again, he will be permanent-

"I feel the coHcctivc bargaining
